Activities in Turkey as a member of the Genaan Intelligence^ 

Eberhart Zrnst MOMM went to Turkey in Nove:nber 19^ as nn euthorlted 
buyer of nohrir* a special eoatwo' l exported only fron Turkey. Under 
the G-ermcji-Turkish trade rj:re3ment there was a Geraaji b\iyer in Turkey 
for each snecial item, and only this oerson was authorized to contract 
for that iten. MOMNi was a buyer v/orkin-?^ not only for his particular 
firm, Rac'.ow end Co., but also for ell othor German c'^'ncems Interested 
in the •■‘urcha.se of mohair. To perform his v/ork as a. buyer Subject 
received a '^uirtschaf t surlaub” (economic leave) from the army in 
October 19 ^ 0 . During his tenure in Turkey he also arranged special 
compensation trades apart from the trade agreement between Turkish 
firms and his own firm of Rabbow and Co. In his work he had many 
dealings with the German Embassy, especially with the economic section 
(see Section II, par. 1 and Section IV, '^ar, 1 below). 

In June l^hl he met Camtain LE''/ERI=rUEM , Chief of the Abwehr 
Section Near East, and the two became aood friends. Soon a>ftein>fard 
he began to aid LIT/EIdQJBHRl' in his work, of writing special situation 
and public oT>lnion re'^orts. MOMIvI assisted discussing the topics 
and by bringing in facts rnd gossi*o he oicked urn from his ‘’juslness 
and social connections. In July 19^2, v/hen MOMMAS leave from the 
Amy expired, LITI^RKUSHIT requested his transfer to the Abwehr. The 
request vent through, and, in addition, the Abwehr gave leave to 

continue his work of a ccniiercial nature and remain on special duty 
with lE'^/ERIvUEEbl. This cha.ngs in status did not alter much of MOM''!* S 
work vdth the Abwehr. Consequently, he did liaison work with the 
Embassy end represented LE\bElR]CUEHlT at m'^ny social functions. His 
main Job continued as advisor to LEVERJ^IUEH'd. After the desertion of 
VERMEHREU his group (see Section III below) the RSHA trok charge 
of the Abwehr Stelle Fear East. Subsequently, MOMM wa,s recalled in 
June 19 ^ and reactivp.ted as a Major in the air force (anti-aircraft),

S-'erho.rt Ernst MOMM -oroved, after some coaxing, to be. a wllline^ 
subject for interrogation, He le an intelligent person and feels 
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that now, since the wr.r Is over, no hinds him from reveclln^ his 

knowledge of the German Intelligence setuo* 

II, ITOTES OH THE GSRM^J^ 0RG;J^II2/vIIQNS IN TURKSY 
A. German Erahas sy 

Becaiuse it was irr'^erntlve fmn the German ^oint of view to keen 
Turkey out of the Vrr, the Embassy in IPurkey was considered one of the 
most important in the Germrji war effort* It was used as a medium of 
obtaining raw materials from Turkey and as a clearing house for 
infomatlon obtained in the Near East* To accomplish these ends a 
ton**notch staff was asserobled, which according to Source, v/orked In 
utmost harmony with von PAPEl^, the real hepvd of the Embp.ssy in all 
respects* 

As the war moved nearer to Turkey, the situation of the German 
mission there became increasingly more difficult. The conditions were 
furthermore complicated in the Mediterranean area by such incidents 
as Italy* s entry into the war, Italy’s war with Greece, the German 
occunaticn of Bulgaria, and Germany’s war v/ith Greece. Eowever> the 
fact that both Turkey and Germany were hostile toward the Soviet 
Union was a great factor in detemlnin^r Turkey’s neutrality. Turkey 
agreed to remain neutral as Ir-n^ as the Russians would not oenetrate 
the RuiarJiien area* However, when the Russians >mshed the Nazis out 
of Rumania, Turkey severed diplomatic relations with Germany. 

All Embassy sections had been in Ankara, with the' exception of 
the Naval Attache and the assistent Press Attache, v^ho had offices 
in Istanbul. In addition to the Embassy in Ankara, Germany had had 
a General Consulate In ‘Istanbul and Consulates in Adana, Alexandretta* 
Smyrna, a.nd Trope runt. For Information on persons connected with the 
German diplomatic service see Section IV, par. 1 below* 

B* The Abwehr 

Prior to the summer cf 19^1 no Abwehr organization existed in 
Turkey* All work in Turkey and in the Near East was performed by 
ai^ents out of other Abwehr stations. In the Summer of 194l the 
- ^Krlea s o^^^onizatlon Naher Qsten*^ X(KOND) was formed* The flr$t 
officer in charge waTs a lieutenant colonel whose nane Source cannot 
recall* He. was replaced in the S^'ring 194? by LSVERI^USHIT,. The 
function of this organiza.tlon was not to work in Turkey l-tself but 
to operate from Turkey to the Near East, Source is not sure how the 
unit worked* but he does know the four main sources that comprised a 
network of information. 
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The first source was sleeoin^T car -oorters- on the Istanbul*- 3 a^:dad 
rail lin: , v/ho *oroved very reliable, es-oecially in identifying unite 
in British territory. These *:)ecple would rer)ort troou movements, 
unit markings, and insignia, and shri movements in the har'-or of Basra, 
iuiother method of securing information was the use of Arab line 
crosses, whose main Job was re'oortinrr on the enemy^s order of battle, 
Paul^MCOCK ^ f adrna v;as in charge cf sanding out this tyne of agent# 

A third source were the Syrian ITationa^list s, and a fourth the 
Aser' eidyonders, who were tied racially v/ith the Turks and lived in 
ITorth Persia:,, the Caucasus, and the a.rea alon^^ the Casoian Lake# 

These latter peon-le were reccf-nized by the Turks as equals, and any 
of then coming into Turkey w^uld iramediately become Turkish citizens. 
Through them, and with ^'assive and active assistance by the Turkish 
intelligence, information was >btained on Russian trooos and their 
movements. At the same time the Turkish intelli;renee and the Abwehr 
employed their operatives interchan.'cea.bly in assiirnlng additional 
missions for moreRussian irii'ormation# Althou-;‘A the Turks assisted 
the Germans in regard to espionage a£:ain 6 t Soviet Russia, they were 
strictly neipitral in matters concerning the Western rowers. It 
might be interesting to mention tha.t KOITO v;as under Fremde Keere V/est, 

C# The Sicherheit sdienst ; 

The Sicherheit sdienst (SB) in Turkey was set u^*' in the Winter 
cf 1940 and n-:;erated completely fren within the diplomatic service. 

Its Headquarters were at Ankara where its chief, \ Ha-U~~^tsturmfuehrer ) 

SCii, v;as listed officially as assistant economic councellor, 

A sub station operated within General-Consulate, Istanbul* 

'According to this Source, the SB in Turkey was a very inefficient 
organization, using large sums of money and accompli shin/r very little; 
in fact, it obta.ined a great deal of nisleading information. Source 
attributes this inefficiency to the lack of experienced nersonnsL, 
non-cooperation with the Turks an*''' the general superficial sad. overly 
secret cloa.k under v/hich they con^^ucted their operations. About 
persons connected with the SB see Section IV, oar, 3 » below,

According" to Source, the Auslandsorernization der NSBAx' (the Kazi 
Party in Turkey was a rather s.mall affair, viith C'i.^raparatively little 
influence end few members# Its insifmificance was not attributable 
tc the fact tha.t the Germans in Turkey were all anti-lTazi, Instead, 
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the Party had no function as a controlling ^rou‘o he cauee economic 
pjid military ties held to,^:ether the German elament. 

The Lande6^ruT));enleiter at the time Source was In Turkey was 
also the Orts^rru^T'enloi ter of both Ankara and Istanbul, He was a 
Party official sent from Germany# All other Party functions were 
performed oy members cf the (>erman colony in addlUon to their re^lar 
vocations. Prior to Subject's arrival, a Landesgruppenleiter was 
appoinied for work at the Embassy, but this man was sent home because 
of certain irre^^rularities. 

Ill, THE APPivIR *^VERMSHKE17^ 

The incident v;as an important ste^o In the ievelo^omeat 

of the Reichssicherheit shau'jtnmt (RSKaO)and the concluding: measure 
in the colla.-'.^se of the entire Abwehr organization. It revealed the 
feud between Admiral CAI-ARIS and KIi-ftlLER and resulted in the talcine 
over of the A’^wehr by the RSHA# 

3)r» Erich'^^RiEPIRElT w as >^r.rn in 1919 » in a family of hlerh 
intellectual standing. Plis father was a lawyer in Harabur.o^, rnd his 
mother, r journalist, was at one tine forei^ corres'oondent for the 
nevs^oa^er, ^'Das Reich^, in Lisbon, Portugal, The elder VERMEHREIT 
was an old friend of LEbURXUEH^T. The youn^rer TSRI'CEHEEIT, well- 
educated and an excellent lawyer, wos married to Graefin Elisabeth 
von PL3ITEN3SRG, six years his senior. She was a frail, sickly.. woman, 
of hi^h intellect, and burning embition. The members of her family 
were Ca,tholic activists, and she converted her husband to the same 
faith. 

In the pall of 1942 LEVEHKUEHI'' was in need of a, lawyer, requested, 
end obtained the services of the son of his old friend, then Gefreiter 
(Pfc) Erich VSRMBHRSN, who arrived in Turkey in December 1942, Kis 
main job was to work on a case involving international law in the 
attempt to clear the titles to some Pranch Danube shi'')s which had- 
left Rumania before the German cccut^ation and were interned by the 
Turks. In addition, VERMEHREF worked on cases dealin-e with Egypt. 

Despite the order forbidding Abwehr personnel to have their 
wives with them VEH:*lE]-{RSN submitted an application in the sutmner of 

1943 tc obtain permission for his wife to join him in Turkey^ LEVERKUSHF 
forwarded this apollcation to Berlin, where it was disapproved. About 
this time a friend of VERMEKREIT, vcn TROTT ZU SOLZ, an official of 

the German forel.en office, was vi si tine* him in Turkey, Von TROTT ZU 
SOLZ was later involved in the olot a^Tainst Hitler^s life cn 20 July 

1944 and consequently executed* 
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In November 1943 VER14EKE1N went on leave to Germfuiy. .Iroraediately 
upon arrival he as:ain submit ted an ao.^lldA'tion to the Abwehr head^ 
que.rters to take his wife to Turkey end was once more refused^ Through 
the femlly*s connection in the German foireie-n office^ however, he. 
was able to zet his wife a pass^^ort end vlea to enter Turkey# This - 
was eccorrolished by securing for Mrs. VERMEHRSiT the diplomatic mission 
of contacting the paroal representative in Turkey* Permi sslon .was 
granted by Marshal von BIEBSRSTEIN, a high official in the Goman 
foreign office. 

When the couple arrived in Sofia in becember 1943 ♦ Erich i\ERMEHREN 
called his office in Istanbul# He spoke to E03LEKSKY, the office 
manager^ and stated, that he was coming with his wife. LS\T1RKUEHM| 

Who had. crd^ers that no wives would accon-oany any of his men# had her 
detained at the border by the SD# Thus, while 7ERMEHBEN came tb 
Istanbul, his wife had to return to Softai LEVERI^lJErl'T was very Upset 
by VERllEHREN* e procedure# which he felt Was a. breach of trust* 

On Christmas DbY 1943 Mrs# VERMEHR3N suddenly arrived in Ifltanbul 
via air, havin.< shora her foreign office p^arjers in Sofia and having 
thereby obtained an air Priority# Because of the incident, the 
situation beca.me tense. Reports were made to Abwehr Keadquafter s, the 
S-abas^y, and the Consulate a.nd resulted in an order to the effect 
that Mrs. VERMEKREIT could do anythin-?: with regards to her mission 
without having to secure the rjermlssion of LEv^J^UEHN. 

In the meantime Mrs. VEH^^EHREN became sick, and h-r husband 
visited Source, seeking advice. MOMM, at one time friendly with 
v’EHMSHHEN# was no longer on good terms with him because of the latter^ s 
friends, whom MOI#I regarded as beincr of doubtful social and political 
Btandlna* Nevertheless, VERMEHREIT soiurht Source* s aid. MOMI'a told 
him to send his wife home immediately piad to admit that he had done 
the wrong thing in the first '►lace by bringing her to Turkey* VERMEHKEN 
replied that he wanted to be with his Wife, end she in n like manner 
wan^jed to remain with him* The two parted without a settlement of 
the is sue* 

The situation became even mo^e difficult when the couple visited 
the papal representative, Monslgniore HON COLLI , without permission of 
LEVEREOJEHNi On Thursday, 21 January 1944, VERI^SHREN reported to his 
office that he was ill and would not return on Monday, also that he 
was moving to a new address In Istanbul. V.Tien he did not aonear at 
his office on Monday, a messenger was sent to the new address, out 
the place could not be found, A person dispatched to his old 
appartment discovered that the couole had left with all their baggage 
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after cXoina an unUsual amount of tynina: in their rooms. The new 
address given "by VERIfSKREN did not exist. 

According to Source ^ a re-oort arrived on 27 January 19^^ stating 
that VERMEKRST and his wife had deserted to the Allies. The news 
was given to MOMM hy K03LEFSXT* Source oelieves that LIDVrEG, counter- 
esnionage agent of the Ahwehr in Turkey, was informed of the desertion 
through the (Turkish police. LE\’11RKUSHIT re'ocrted the desertion to 
Berlin hy cable. In this cable he stated that he suspected that 
other people, friers of VERi'lE;HR51'T , would also desert. He especially 
suspected ^V:'ilh_e]Ljn>^ ^^^ a friend of VBRI-IEHHEN and 7«man on the 

Ahwehr, end axT'Anst^ who were Journalists and connected 

with Abwehr III in Berlin. It was rumored that these people were 
in contact with the Austrian resistance raovement. 

Lt. Col. FHEIttID of Abwehr III in Berlin came to Turkey to 
investige.te the case, but oy the time he arrived HAi^IBURGEH and the 
Journalist couple had already deserted. He then ordered the Turkish 
border closed to German nationals in order to close this escape 
route. FHBUITD stayed about two weeks, wo rking in close contact with 
LUDViTG, the local counte 3 >-espionage nan. LUEl'IG told Source that 
he had heard a report that TERMEHRExJ v/as being interrogated by the 
British and that he was revealing all the information that he 
possessed. In addition, VERMEHREIT is said to have stated tha^t MOMT^ 
one. time, worked on economics reports and was in charge of radio 
training for agents. This MOMM definitely a.sserts is false. 

In the meantime a young girl, the daughter of a German diplorarit 
in r Sofia, who for a short time v/orked as a secretary to the SB chief 
MOIZISCK, also deserted to the British. At this tine orders from 
Berlin stated that /^Imiral] yon dei j ^iAlVITZ„ had been made acting 
commander of the AbweKr^n Turkey. , M0I4M, KOBLSNSKY, 

SCHENICSR-AITGERER, and KOSHER (See Section IV, Par. 5 ) were recalled^ 
General ROBE had to report to Berlin for ^reorientation*^, but later 
he returned to his Job of Military Attache in the German Embassy 
in Ankara. After long interrogation, LEi^SRICUEHIT, because of his 
responsibility in the affair, and SCh3H‘{ER-AITGERER, because of 
suspicion that he belon^red to the Austrian Resistance Movement, were 
forcibly evicted from the service* KOBLEHSIvY was transferred to 
Denmark^ and MOMM returned to active duty with the air force, ROSNSR^ e 
fate is not known to Source. 

In the wake of the affair Admiral CANARIS* resignation paved the 
way for the RSHil to take over the entire Abv/ehr organisation.

AT.T.A Rf Gesandtsch8,ftsrnt (counsellor) , age about 

thirty, tall and stocky, broad face, light 
hair; very intelligent, not socially in^* 
dined. He is divorced and lives in Ankara 
with his mother and' child. He has been in 
Turkey since 19^2 and before that served 
in Copenhagen and Teheran. Professional 
diplomat and in the Embassy in Turkey wfrked 
under Dr. KROLLON, assist!^ in politicd 
items. HSMP member, but indifferent tow- 
ards its activities. 

BIBRACH Lieutenant Colonel, member of the General 

Staff, age about thirty, tall and slim, 
military appearance, dark hair. Professic-n- 
al Officer, and married. Since 19^ he 
was attached to the Military Attache in 
Ankara as a member of the General Staff. 

HA3HS3L, August Captain in the Luftwaffe, age about forty 

tall, robust, fair hair; v/ell-liked by his 
superior officers and colleagues for his 
straightf ort/ard chafaCter and unpreten*- 
tiousness. Years ago he served in China, 
with the Chinese army as an instructor* 

Later he promoted the Berlin-Athens-Bagdad- 
Teheran-Kabul airline. As k civilian he 
Was manager of the Lufthansa in Teheran, and 
since the latte! part of 1939 he was sta- 
tioned in Ankara as adjutant a.t the office 
of the Air Attache. Ho connections with 
the HSDAP. 

HEHSCKEL, Reinhard Legation secretary, age about thirty, tall, 

very neat in appearance, aristocratic, dark 
hair; very tactful and reserved. He was in 
Ankara since 19*^ and cared for the Protocol 
Originates of the HEI^SCHEL family, ovmers of 
the well-knov/n Henschel Works at Kassel, 
Germany. He is very v/ealthy and married to 
Countess I'RJRf'BRAHD of Vienna. His wife had 
to leave Turkey in the Spring of 19^^ by 
order of the SD because of reported personal 
contact vdth a neutral diplomat, iliich was 
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prohibited. As a result, EENSCHEL had to 
give up his post in Ankara and left the 

foreign office. Negative attitude toward 
the Party. 

JENKE, Albert Gesandter I. Klasse (Minister), age fifty».two 

tall, slim, neat appearance; sociable- dispo- 
sition. He is maxried to Inge RIBBENTROP, 
sister of the former (Jerman Foreign Minister, 
and his career and.position were due to his 
close relations with the Foreign Minister. 

He kept close contact with the Party, 
in 1939 he was appointed Economic. Councellcr 
of the German Embassy in Ankara, first with 
the rank of Consxil General. a.nd six months 
later as Gesandter I. Klasse (Minister); 

He speaJcB Turkish and has a good knowledge 
of Turkey. 

KETTEMBEIB Lieutenant General, age about fifty, tall, 

sharp face, grey hair, very neat in appearan- 
ce. He served in World War I as a professio- 
nal soldier in the air force. In 193 ^ he re- 
joined the air force ?md served in'Ankara as 
Air Attache. Subject had no connection with 
the Party. 

KOMISCHKE Rank not knov/n, age about thirty, tall and 

slim, light hair, broad face, wears glasses, 
not very socia.ble. A Party member, not a 
professional diplomat, served in the Foreign 
Office only during war time, working under 
SEILER on press matters. 

Gesandter I. Klasse (Minister), age about 
flfty^ short stature, fair hair, sharp-exit^ 
fa^; very energetic, ambitious, and a hard 
worker, speaks in an abrupt manner, very strict 
v;ith subalterns. He is married and. is a pro- 
fessional diplomat but not a Pe.rty member. 

He has been at the Embassy in Ankara since 
1937 fxs ” 1 . Botschaftsrat andGeschaeftstrae- 
ger” (First Councillor and Charge d*Af faires) 
undoubtedly because of his highly efficient 
work and broad knovdedge of all service mat- 
ters. In 19^3 he was transferred from 
Ankara to B^ncelona as Consul General. 
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Von der Vice Admiral, age f^bout fifty, tall and elim, 

white hair, blue eyes; nilitary appearance , 
distinguished, leads high social life. He Is 
highly skeptical of Party members and their 
doctrines; is not a Party member. A profes- 
sional naval officer, Naval Attache at the 
Oernan Embassy in Ankara since 1939 ♦ previ- 
ously Naval Attache in Paris. In Vorld Var I 
he was a commander of a mine-detecting flotil- 
la;, for T/hich he vras granted high distinc- 
tions. He held the full confidence of hie 
superiors and was on personal and friendly 
terms vrith the Ambassador. 

Connerdial Attache, age about fifty, tall and 
hea.vy-set, hair almost white; very correct 
and modest in conduct, rather prefers to stay 
in the background, industrious, and has a wide 
range of knoi/ledge; is reliable and apprecia- 
tive. He is married, speaks Turkish, lived 
in Istanbul prior to World V/ar I. He v/orked 
in the Embassy for many years, and since 19^3 
he wa,s an official in the Foreign Office. He 
was a Party member without conviction. 

biBUtenant General, age about fifty, nediuia 
build, grey hair, v/ears glasses. Very intel- 
ligant, highly educated, excellent family 
backgroiind, father of five children, profes- 
sional infantry officer; has reputation as 
a military vnriter. He was knovm as ah expert 
on Turkish and Near East Subjects. He served 
as an infantry officer in the Turkish Army 
during the 1912 Balkan War and also during 
V/orld War I. Subject has excellent connec- 
tions and the confidence of the Turkish 
General Staff. In 193^ he appointed 
Military Attache in the German Embassy in 
Ankara, and until 193^ he acted as Military 
Attache in Athens, Bagdad, and Teheran. He 
spe^-ks Turkish and was not a Party member. 

Commander, age about fifty, tall, grey hair, 
narrov: face, good looking in a.ppearance, v/ell 
educated, good conduct, character a little 
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outspoken, lives p.,-reserved life. He was a 
R^%erve Officer, but before Vorld Wpr I he 
Joined the German ^avy as a Professional 
Officer, Served at the Naval Attache in 
Istanbul as Adjutant since 19^1. Later he 
retired and v/ent into business. He v/as very 
skeptical of Party doctrines and was not a 
Party member. 

Lieutenant Colonel, member of the General 
Staff, a^e about thirty, tall and slim, fair 
hair, abrupt in his behavior, profession?^! 
soldier, married. Enjoyed a favorable career 
and received quick promotions. He was a Pprty 
member and Chief of the *^Attpnhe Gruppe^ in 
Berlin. Died in action in 19^5- 

Councilor, Press Attache, age in the early 
forties, tall, dark ha.ir, good looking in 
appearance, intelligent, interested in music. 
He was Kreisleiter in the neighborhood of 
Nuremberg. He is not a professional diplo- 
mat, yet he v/as appointed Press Attache in 
Ankara v/ithout having any schooling for this 
work. He vra.s p very convinced Party member. 

Consul, age middle thirties, average build, 
light hair, fair complexion, good sportsman, 
energetic, very sociable. He was a member 
of the Allgemeine SS and in close contact 
with the SD. Served as a member of the Gennajn 
Legation in BelgradLe, and in 19^2 he was sent 
to the Consulate General's office in Istanbul, 
Married to the daughter of Sta>a.tsminister 

A Party member and had close con- 
tact vrith Party. 

Gesandter in Consul General in Istanbul, age 
in the middle fifties, tall, distinguished 
in appearance, very respected, lives a retired 
life. He was a professional naval officer 
until the end of V/orld Nar I, when he became 
a professional diplomat. He v/as the Consul 
General in Istanbul since 19^3# Previously 
he Was Chief of the Eultur Abteilung in the 
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B, The Abvehr 
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Poreign Off ice and 'b^i'C»re that Councillor at 
the German Embassy in Moscow* Very skeptical 
to^ifards Party doctrines. 

Captain, age thirty, short and slim, dark hair* 
very hard worker, liked by his colleagues, mana- 
ger of a stud farm, and very well kno^/n In iiorse 
breeding circles. He served in World War: II 
in {he ranks until he became afflicted v/ith 
rheumatic fever. At the end of 19*+3 'fhs 
trtosf erred to Ankara as Adjutant at the Mili- 
tary Attache. Verit skeptical toWairds Party 
ideas. 

Vice Consul at the Consulate General in Istan- 
bul, age forty, tall, light haii** gopd-ilooking 
appearance, sociable, and well— eduea.ted» . He ' 
was not a professional diplomat bjit the sph 
of one. He always kept good connectipnC trlth 
the foreign Office and in former years wds a 
non-professional Consul in Djidda. In the 
early years of World War II he stayed in' 

Tiflis, where he took care of the Persian 
German traffic through Bussiai In 1942 he 
was stationed in Trapazunt, Turkey, and Se- 
veral months later in Istanbul. He spehks 
Russian, and his connections vrith the Abwehr 
are not kno'vn. Party membership is doubted. 

Age early forties, medium size, dark hair, 

, narrow face, neat in appearancei He was se- 
cretary to the German Ambassador in Moscow, 

Count von der SCHULENBURG. In the Summer of 
1943 he was appointed First Councillor at the 
Ankara Embassy.

Chief of KO branch in Adano, age middle fif- 
ties, short, grey hair. Catholic of the high- 
est morals and character, speaks fluently 
Arabic, Turkish, French, and Portuguese. She 
served in V/orld Mar 1 in Turkish hospitals 
as a nurse, knov^s a great number of Turkish 
military people of all ranks, was very much 
appreciated by these people for her unselfish 
conduct during her work in the hospitals. 

After World War I she operated a hospital in 
Istanbul and later ser'fed as a nurse in Braeil 
and China, She took care of line crossers to 
the north of Syria. She was especially adapted 
for this work by her profound knowledge of the 
mentality of the Arab. A Party member. 

Sonderfuehrer (k), age about forty, very 
tall, slim, grey hair, liked by his cdUeagues 
and superiors, no knowledge of foreign cotint!^’ 
ries. A lawyer and judicial expert at the 
center in Berlin. In the Abwehr he was Chef 
de Bureaux in the KO ND. He was in Istanbul 
since 19^ and was a member of the Allgemeine 
SS. 



ALKADIN Captain, age about fifty, tall and slim, grey 
hair, naxrov face, t/ears glasses. A psycho- 
logist and appreciated by his colleagues for 
his efficient work. He lives a very retired 
life and has very few friends. Chief of Sec- 
tion III in Istanbul. Served during World 
War I in the Austrian Army as a Reserve Offi- 
cer. Very probably a Party member.

Age in the early tiirenties, tall and slim, 
light hair, narrow face. Born in Istanbul 
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• and during the v/ar'-joined the V/affen SS. He 

was promoted to Unteisturmfuehrer , He came 
hack to Turkey in 19^2 to v;ork with the 5D 
because of his knovdedge of Turkish and 
Greek, A Party member. 

Legations Attache, rank in the SS unknovm. • 
Age about thirty, tall and heavy set, light 
complexion, blond hair. He comes from a 
German family in Jerusalem, where his parents 
owned a hotel. He had a travelling agency 
there before the war. Prior to coming to 
Turkey in 19^3 he gerved for the SD in Den- 
mark and Tanger. In Turkey he was aide to 
MOIZICH in the Ankara office of the SD, 
specializing on political questions in Syria 
and Palestine. He is married, and his wife 
is Danish. A Party member. 

, Dr, Wilhelm Age in the early twenties, short, handsome, 

and very youngish in appearance; an .‘Austrian, 
During his studies he mixed v;ith students 
from Iraq and Syria. He was sent to Istan- 
bul in 19^1 by the AST Vienna to act as an 
agent for the Suedostropa, Berlin. He open-* 
ed a branch for this company in Istanbul in 
1942 . In 1944 he v/as compelled to liquidate 
it. In 1943 he i/as also employed by the 
Seraperit Agency in Istanbul. He originates 
from a well-knovm Viennese merchant family, 
Veiy intelligent, but immature in his con- 
duct and not to be taJcen seriously. In 
February 1944 he was ordered back tc Germany 
for the military service, but did not ccuply 
and instead joined the British Secret Service, 
He was a Party member. 

Age in the middle thirties, short and broad, 
sharp-cut face, fair hair. He collsl orated 
i/ith the SD in Istanbul. 

Ludwig Legations attache, SS Stumbannfuehrer . Age 

In the middle thirties, of medium height, 
strong physique , Droad- shouldered, high 
cheekbones.

In 1938 he vms among the colla- 
borators of SEYSS-INQiUART in Vienna, Since 
1940 he vms in Istanbul ajid since about 19^3 
he was a member of the Allgemeine . SS with 
the rank of Sturmbannfuehrer.

>.nd speaks only English and French poorly. 
Married, vrith tvfo children. A Party member. 

Sonderfuehrer , age in the middle thirties, 
of medium height, dark hair, married. He 
was manager of the KO Branch in Alexandrette, 
and considered reliable. He vms formerly 
a teacher of philology. 

^ANGERSR l^Jor, pge about fifty, of medium height, grey 

hair. Comes from a v/ell-known Viennese fami- 
ly and served in World War I as a reserve offi- 
cer in the Austrian army. His forebears were 
the promoters of the prominent SCHENKER trans- 
port and shipping company, and until 1938 he 
Was on the board of this company. He was mar- 
ried to a renowned opera singer of the Vien- 
na. Hofoper, who is Hungarian. Subject v/as 
chief of I L in Istanbul. He had to leave 
Turkey under orders, and rumors said that 
he was involved in the Austrian Widerstands- 
bevegung.. In August 1944 he was released 
from the Wehrnacht after serving as a reserve 
officer in the arti-aircraft . A Party mem- 
ber. 

Zqrvetten Kapitaen, age about fifty, short 
afid stocky grey hair, married. Served 
during Vforld War I as a reserve officer in 
the German npvy.

Vfes employed in Abwehr I H. Before 
the war he was a teacher in the Turkish 

schools in Ankara and Smyrna, ^iet perso- 
nality and a staunch Protestant. His wife 
VfaB employed at the Beutsche Orient Bank 
in Istanbul. He speaJcs Turkish well. He 
v/as not a convinced Party member. 

ZAEHRINOEH Sonderfuehrer K, age about fifty, short and 

slim, grey hair, naxrow face, a bachelor. 

In* World War I he was interned in Russia as a 
Germn civilian.. He stayed there voluntarily 
all through the Russian Revolution and re- 
mained until 1930. Later he spent several 
years in Turkey. He was chief of the I M 
in Istanbul. Regarded as eccentric. He is 
an accomplished linguist, in Russian, Turkish, 
and French. Party membership iinknotm. 

KElRiAl^ Colonel, Air Force. Age thirty*:''ftur or thirty- 

five, tall, milit?^ry appearance, black hair. 

He is from Siebenbuergen. In 193 ^ he joined 
the German air force as a professional officer 
and was trained as a fighter pilot. During 
the i/ar he became of the best kno\/n German 
fighter pilots and received quick promotions. 
For several years he wa.s commander of the 
”Jagdgeschwa.der i/hich fought in Africa 

during the successful period of Roimnel’s 
offensive. The most successful German 
pilot, Capt. iiARSSILLE, was a member of his 
squadron. At the. end of the v/ar he was in 

Italy ( Jadfuehrer Italien) , with headquarters 
in Verona. He was not a Party member. 



WOLFF Vice-consul, at the Consulate General at 

Istanbul. Age about thirty, medium height, 
dark hair, narrow face. He was Kriminalrat, 
and enrolled in the Consulate General as 
vice-consul. He left the Rhineland for the 
first tine in the Spring of I943 to '^$come 
chief of the SB office in Istanbul. Before 
being apponted an SB official .he worked a.s a 
business clerk. A Party member. 
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Age fiftytv/o or fiftylhree, tall and slini, but slightly hunched, 
wears glasses and ha.s blond hair. His military rank was that of a 

captain, and he vras a lav/yer by profession. 

He was born in Luebeck, Germany. His father, a judge, vrae ahighly 
distinguished personality. Both his parents were convinced Protes- 
tants and brought their son up along religious lines. LE7ERWJEHIT 
never lost his deep interest in religious questions. 

He started^ his studies at a . humanist ic high school in Luebeck, 
where he prepared himself for advanced work at a university. After 
finishiiig his vrork at this school he was sent to Scotland for several 
months to learn the English language. There he first obtained con- 
tact with English literature, tdiich he read t/ith great enthusiasm. 

His remarkable memory enables him even at the present time to quote 
entire poems tha.t he read during his stay in Scotland. 

After his return to the continent he began the study of law 
in Munich and vms there when the first World War broke out. With 
his older brother, to whom he i/as greatly attached, he joined a 
Bavarian cavalry regiment as a volunteer. During this training he 
became acquaihted with a von SCHEUBKER-RICHTER, of Baltic origin. 

In 1915 von SCKEUBl'IER-RI CHTER went to IDarkey and through various 
connections was appointed to lead an expedition to northern Persia 
for the purpose of negotiating contracts with Kurd tribes. SCHEUEHSR- 
RICHTER secured equipment for this expedition in Istanbul, Turkey, 
and selected membeis from his former Ba-Venian garrison to accompany 
him, including the tv/o LEVEREUEHIT brothers, s 

LETSRKUEHiv remained in Turkey, about one year and traveled through- 
out northern Txirkey and Persia, dovm to Bagdad. He later wrote a book 
about the expedition. The first contact with the Hear East, its amos- 
phere and its problems, its people and its history, impressed him 
greatly, and he never lost his deep interest in the region. All French, 
German, and English literature dealing with the Hear East was read by 
him , 



After returning from Turkey he served on the V/estern Front, where 
his brother died in action. After the Armistice he concluded hie law 
studies, v/lth the resultant Locto? of Law, and passed all other state 
examinations.’ About 1922 or 1923» he was sent to V/ashington, D.C,, on a 
special mission through friends in the Foreign Office. The Gernan 
Embassy at tha.t time had started negotiations with the American autho- 
rities for the return of German property in the United Sta.tes. He 
acted as a. member of the German Embassy in V/ashington and negotiated 
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with the hopjd in charge of the flliyn property. It took hin four 
or five years to coiiplete this laiKsio:.. 

He then continued, tc remain in che United States and secured 
employment with the WarLarg lirra in Hew fork, becoming nana.ger of 

Ihe conpaiiy. Altogether IdB stf\y lasted eight years’ and he made a 
great number of friends during his travels throughout the country. 

Among others, he became ecqoainted v;lth Bill DONOVAF (later 
Ma.J, Gen. DONOVAiT of the OSS);, and this friendship continued until 
war broke, out. 

In 1930 be finally returned to Cernany and settled in Berlin 
as a lawyer. He ^^rps very successful in his oractice, and his know- 
ledge of America gained him many prominent German clients for their 
claims and t'W-suits in Am,erica. In like manner, his Americaoi friends 
entrusted him with their power of atiiorney to follow up their legai 
interests in Germany. LEV'SKECJEHI'^ collaborated with the DONDVAIf 
law firm in the United Stales by handling all of its German interests, 
and the American firm reciprocated by hajidling all business that the 
LEVERKUEHH firm had in the States. 

After his retuin to Berlin, LSVEHKUERH' made many trips to the 
States and frequently was a DOHOVAIT guest. His many friends included 
diplomale, newspapermen, artists, and business men. In Berlin 
banking and business circles he was appointed to the board of direc-^ 
tors of various coripanies. 

During the present war LEVERKUZHH again joined the army, but hie 
age. and rather wealc physique did not permit combat service. Conse- 
quently, he performed special i/ork provided by friend's who kne\/ of 
his capabilities. On one mission he was sent to Paris by General 
WARLIMOiW, General JODL’s right-hand man on the Wehrmachtsfuehrungsstabi 
for the purpose of compiling a report on the Agence Havas. Later, for 
a period of six months, he vras with the Foreign Office and vras sent, to 
Tabris, Iren, to act as consul. In June or July of 19^1 he we.s sent 
to Istanbul, Turkey, to open an office for the I H. There he made a, 
close study of all the problems and conditions then current in Turkey. 
His trust in one of his subordinates, however, resulted in the 
•^VBRMEKREH Affair described previously in this report, and brought 
an end to his activ^ities in Tm*key. 

In 1944 LEVERXUEHH v/as recalled to Berlin and discharged from 
the Uehrmacht. After his letui'ii to civilian life he secured a posi- 
tion with the Deutsche V/nf fen-und Muni t ions A.G, , in Berlin.

Eberhard Erdst MOMM was born in Eorest, Belgi'om (aiar 
Brussels). He Was registered with the German ConsTii In Bolgttfcni 
at his birth, so that he iionediately acquired Gemisa citlseh^ 
ship. MOMM is noif years old. His father, Theodor MOMM* is 
deceased, but his mother,- Elisabeth hee OSTBRMANK, 81, is. ettil 
living. MOMM has one brother, Thdodor,. ^2, and three sietei's, 
Mele SCHLQEMARNi 55^ Elisabeth SCHRIEWiRD', 54, and 'Ruthlwdn 
LINSIRGING, 44 . He is mferried tb Christa nee JESSER, whl is , 

45 , and they have a IJ year old son. His wife at present Xiveii 
at 6 Hohenegg Stfasse in Constanz, GefMany. 

Subject Was educated in Brussels, where he went to el0inen-> 
taiy school for three years and for seven years to high echdo[l, 
from which he graduated with high honors. When World War I hrokei 
out MOMM was seventeen years old. He went through the war as 
a Second Lieutenant and after the war began his Career as a 
business man. His family owned an export business in Holland, 
and he was in charge of it until 193 ^* ^93^ joined the 

firm of RABBOW and Company, where he was a stock owner and also 
a contact man with the Ministry of Economics in Berlin. As the 
business of the firm consisted of imports and exirorts, he h^ 
an opportunity to travel widely, and he states that he visited 
England, the Low Countries, the Balkans, and Turkey during the 
five years with the firm. V/henever he was not traveling he 
worked for the main office in Hamburg. Vforld War* II interrupted^ 
his wprk, and he Was inducted into the Army. However, in Hoyein- 
bpr 1940 he was released, and from then until June 1944 he was' 
in Turkey, for what he calls ”personal business" in conxiection 
'with export. During that time h© was still connected with RABBOW 
and Company, who supposedly sent him to Turkey to represent' their 
interests in wool. During hie travels in Europe he pc<itilred a. 
knowledge of French, English, and Dutch, all of Which he speaks 
fluently.

III, PERSOmillES ASSGGIATSD WITH. 

During his extensive stay in Turkey MOMM met numerous / 
officials of the German Embassy in Ankara, He pereoanlly knew 
and associated with Freiherr Franz von PAPM, one-time Vice- 
Chancellor of Germany under HITLER, who vas then Germany* s 
Ambassador to Turkey. He also knew Captain Paul' LEVEKKUEHN, 

Ko Lei ter Istanbul. Another friend was Rittmeister Graf CORETH, 
with whom he stayed in Weisskirchen near Linz shortly before 
his arrest,

When the Red Army approached Berlin in the beginning of 
1945 the unit to which MOMM belonged was gradually moved out - 
of Berlin, and southward. The last headquarters of his unit 
was at Kuf stein, Austria. On or about 23 April 19^5 he was 
sent by his commanding officer, Lt, Col,\von RETTBEEG to Verona, 
Italy to report to Luftwaffe Colonel NEWiAM^ Jagdfuehrer 
Italien, to see whether the latter could use his services. He 
traveled only as far as Lake Garda, v^he re during a strafing 
attack by Americaii planes his with all his belongings and 
papers was destroyed. He made his way back to Austria at 

the end of the war reported to American authorities in Innst. 

He was briefly interrogated by CIC and received a permit to 
proceed to Welsskirchen, where he stayed v/ith his friend, Graf 
CORETH, Oh 8 August 19^5 h® arrested by the Salzburg De- 
tachment of CIC for investiga tion of his activities in Turkey 
during the Vi/ar. It is suspected that he was connected vdth 
the Abvehr in Turkey » but he has denied that he belonged to 
the Abwehr or that he had any knov/ledge of its activities.

his prelonged stay in ^^key, and his admitted association with 
one or two Abwehr officials in Turkey support this suspinloii.
